The Preacher Who Vows That the 
Sun Do Move. 


A newspaper wag, writing to his jounud 
letter from the capital of Virginia about this 
colored divine, has the impudence to head 
his letter: 
"P^ichmond's Most Celebrated 
Preacher." 
The worst of it is that this 
fact, too. 


Rev. Jasper has a substantial church, all 
his own. It is in the heart of "Africa," as 
the northern part of Richmond is called. It 
is attractive looking, buUt of brick, is large 
enough to hold 600 persons, and is always 
filled. 
That is more than hundreds of white 
doctors of divinity, who preside over the 
richest of city congregations, can say of 
theirs. 


Rev. Jasper's sheep are well dressed, tea 
They come of the cream of the Richmond 
colored society, which prides itself on its 
blood, the best blood of Old Virginny, sah 1 
It is more than half right, too; at least it is 
just about half right; for the negroes of 
Richmond are half white, a very large num- 
ber of them; and not a few are cousins by 
not many removes to colonels, 
judges, 
congressmen, generals and even presidents 
that have been. 


To people like these handsome, lazy quad- 
roons, mulattoes and octoroons, 
Jasper 
preaches. 
His col- 
lections are liberal, 
and there cannot 
be seen a ragged or 
untidy negro in the 
c o n g r e g a t i o n . 
Their clothes, the 
women's, outvie the 
peacock for splen- 
dor of color and 
silkiness. The men 
Strut in b r o a d - 
cloths and white 
vests, and white 
neck ties. There is 
really no reason 
why they 
should 
not be well dressed- 
These 
Richmond 
negroes go out to 
«ervice at watering places and seashore re- 
sorts during the season. They get high wages, 
and Ihey are besides the most inveterate 
beggars in America.

The preacher was (evidently flattered by the 
presence of his distinguished auditors, and 
yet was struggling not to appear so. He 
went out of his way to administer sounding 
whacks to learned people who do not be- 
lieve the word of God. 


He never fails to do this, for among his 
o\%'n congregation are some black sheep, at 
least yellow sheep, who refuse to admit that 
"tbe sun do move." 
They say they only go 
to church "for style, ' like white folk. 
Says 
Jasper: 


"There is some folks heah that is not heah 
for the love of God, but jes' to catchup 
somethin' to carry away and laflf at"

BUCKSHOT FOSTER. 


The Bitter Enemy of Irisli Free- 
dom Pictured. 


William Forster, an English Quaker preach- 
er, died in Tennessee while advocating freedom 
for the negro. 
His son, the late William E. 
Porster, died recently hi England, having 
spent the latter years of his life in the en- 
deavor to prevent legislative freedom for the 
Irish people. It is an illustration of the in- 
tense feeling which seems to be inborn in the 
average Englishman toward his Irish neigh- 
bor. Wm. E. Forster was a strong Liberal in 
his time, and during our war was shoulder to 
shoulder with John Bright on the side of the 
Federal states and in opposition to slavery, 
while his la«t words, it is said, were: "No 
home rule for Ireland." 


William E. Forster was bora in Dorsetshire, 
England, in 1818. In 1861 he entered parlia- 
ment and has been retm-ned continuously 
since. 
On the caU to oflSce of Mr. Gladstone 
in 1880 Mr. Forster became chief secretary for 
Ireland. 
Here he supported the relief dis- 
tress bill and was the author of the compensa- 
tion for disturbances bill. 
In 1881 he intro- 
duced some coercive bUls that were bitterly 
opjKJsed by Parnell and his party, who 
adopted the policy of obstruction by a system 
of dilatoi-y tactics, and a sitting, commenced 
on Jan. 30. was protracted through the night 
and the whole of the next day and the fol- 
lowing night, causing

I tridges for the usual ball cartridges used by 
the Irish constabulary. 


In personal appearance Mr. Forster was 
bizarre and uncouth. 
He dressed in such ill- 
fltting clothes that it was a standing joke in 
the bouse that they were cut and made by 
himself. 
But aU this uncouthness of manner 
and simplicity of style were the result of 
design. 
The same affectation of simpli<4ty 
characterized his speeches. . They were roug'h 
and imi hetoi-ical and bore all the marks of 
extern piorization, although they were always 
carefully prepared and sometimes rehearsed 
for weeks beforehand. 
His ambition was 
great and, thouih few would susj)ec-t it, he was 
extraordinariiy vain. H had the courage to 
maintain his convictions at whatever hazard, 
and even his worst enemies admit that he 
was brutiilly honesL

A. Sermon 
About the Kewspa- 
pers o f the ^Nineteenth 
Century, 


Vfith Some Account of the Trials of the 


Men W h o Write and Pub- 
lish Them. 


As a basis of his sermon Dr. Talmage 
took for his text: 


Behold a flying roll I—Zechariah v., 1. 
The speaker said: 
This winaed sheet of the text had on it 
a phophecy. 
The flying roll to-day is the 
newspaper. 
In calculating the influences 
that affect society you can no more afford 
to ignore it thali you can ignore the noon- 
day sun or the Atlantic Ocean. 


It is high time that I preach a sermon 
expressiner my appreciation of what the 
newspaper press has done and is doing- 
No man, living or dead, is or has been so 
indebted as I am, for it gives me perpetual 
audience in every city, town, and neighbor- 
hood in Christeudom, and I take this op- 
portunity before God and this people to 
thank the editors, and ijublishers, and com- 
positors, and type-setters the w^orld over, 
and I give fair notice that I shall take every 
opportunity of enlarging this Held, whether 
by stenographic report on the Sabbath, or 
gallej'-proof on Monday or previous dicta- 
tion. 
I have said again and again to the 
officers of this chuich, "Whoever else are 
crowded, 
don't 
let 
the reporters 
be 
crowded." 
Each responsible and intelli- 
gent reporter is ten or 
fifteen 
churches 
built on this church. 
Ninety-five per cent, 
of the newspapers are now my friends, and 
do me full justice and more than justice, 
and the other five of tbe hundred are such 
notorious liars that nobody believes them. 
It was in self-defense that, sixteen years 
ago, I employed an official stenographer of 
my own because of the appalling misrepre- 
sentations of myself and church. 
From 
that time things have miraculously changed, 
until now it is just as appalling in the mar- 
velous opportunity opened. 


The newspaper is the great educator of 
the nineteenth century. 
There is no force 
compared witb it. It is book, pulpit, plat- 
form, forum, all in one. And there is not 
an interest—religious, literary, commercial, 
scientific, agricultural, or mechanical,— 
that is not within its grasp. 
All our 
churches, and schools, and colleges, and 
aéyhims, and art galleries feel the quaking 
of tbe printing-press. 


The institution of newspapers arose in 
Italy, 
In Venice the first newspaper was 
published, and monthly, during the time 
that Venice was warring against Solyman 
II. in Dalmatia. 
It was printed for the 
purpose of giving military and commercial 
information to the Venetians. 
The first 
newspaper published in England was in 
1588, 
and called 
the English 
Mercury. 
Others were styled the Weekly 
Discoverer, 
the Secret Oirl, HeracUiua 
Ridens, etc. 


Who can estimate the political, scientific, 
commercial, 
and religious 
revolutions 
roused up in England for many years past 
by Bell's 
Weekly 
Dispatch, 
the 
Stan- 
dard, the Morning 
Chronicle, 
the Post, 
and the Times? 


The first attempt at this institution in 
France was in 1631, by a physician, who 
published the News 
for the amusement 
and health of his patients. 
The French 
nation understood fully how to appreciate 
this power. 
Napoleon, with his own hand 
wrote articles for the press, and so early as 
1829 there were in Paris 169 journals. But 
in the United States the newspaper has 
come to unlimited sway. 
Though in 1775 
there were but thirty-seven in the whole 
country, the number of published journals 
is now counted by thousands; and to-day— 
we may as well acknowledge it as not—the 
religious and secular newspapers are the 
great educators of the country. 


I iind no difficulty in accounting for the 
world's advance. 
Four centuries ago, in 
Germany, in courts of justice, men fought 
with their fists to see who should have the 
decision of the court; and if the judge's 
decision was unsatisfactory, then the judge 
fought with counsel. 
Many of the lords 
could not read the deeds to their own es- 
tates. 
What has made the change? 


"Books," you say. 
No, sir! 
The vast majority of citizens 
do not read books. 
Take this audience, or 
any other promiscuous assemblage, and 
how many histories have they read? How 
many treatises on constitutional law, or 
political economy, or works of science? 
How many elaborate poems or books of 
travel? How much of Boyle, or De Tocque- 
ville, Xenophon. or Herodotus, or Percival? 
Not many. 
In the United States the peoj)le 
woul d not average one such book a year for 
each individual! 
Whence, then, this in- 
telligence—this capacity to talk about all 
themes, secular and religious—this power 
to appreciate the beautiful and grand? 
Next to the Bible the newspaper—swift- 
winged, and everywhere present, flying over 
the fences, shoved under the door, tossed 
into the counting-house, laid on the work- 
bench, hawked through the cars! All read 
it; white and black, German, Irishman, 
Swiss, Spaniard, American, old and you pg, 
good and bad, sick and well, before b r e ^ - 
fast and after tea. 
Monday morning, Sat- 
urday night, Sunday and week day. 


I now declare that I consider the news- 
paper to be the grand agency by which the 
gospel is to be preached, ignorance cast 
out, oppression dethroned, crime extirpated, 
the world raised, heaven rejoiced, and God 
glorified. 


In the clanking of the printing-press, as 
the sheets fly out, I hear the voice of the 
Lord Almighty proclaiming to all the dead 
nations of the earth: 
"Lazarus, 
come 
forth!" and to the retreating surges of dark- 
ness, "Let there be light!" In many of our 
city newspapers, professing no more than 
secular information, there have appeared 
during the past ten years some of the 
grandest appeals in behalf of religion, and 
some of the most effective interpretations of 
God's government among the nations. 


There are only two kinds of newspapers 
—the one good, very good, the other bad, 
very bad. 
A newspaper may be started 
with an undecided character, but after it 
has been going on for years, everybody 
finds out jtist what it is; and it is very good 
or it is very bad. 
The one paper is the 
embodinient of news, the ally of virtue, the 
foe of crime, the delectation of elevated 
taste, the mightiest agency on earth for 
making the world better. 
The other paper 
is a brigand amid moral forces; it is a be- 
slimer of reputation, it is the right arm of 
death and hell, it is the mightiest agency 
in the universe for making the world worse 
and battling the cause of Çrod. 
The one 
an angel of intelligence and mercy; the 
other a friend of darkness. 
Between this 
archangel and this fury is to be fought the 
great battle which is to decide the fate of 
the world. 
If you have any doubt as to 
which is to be the victor, ask the prophecies, 
ask God; the chief batteries with which II j 
would vindicate the right and thunder 
down the wrong have not yet been un- 
lumbered. 
The great Armageddon of the 
nations is not to be fought with swords, 
but with steel pens; not with bullets, but 
with type; not with cannon, but with light- 
ning perfecting presses; and the Sumters, 
and the Moultri^s, and the Pulaskis, and 
the Gibraltars of that conflict will be the 
editorial and reportorial rooms of our great 
newspaper establishments. Men of the 
pzeM. under God jon are to decide whether 


the human race shall be saved or lost. Qod 
has put a more stupendous responsibility 
upon you than apon any other class of 
persons. 
What long strides your profes- 
sion has made m influence and power since 
the daj' when Peter Schoelfer invented cast 
metal type, and because two books were 
found jnst alike they were ascribed to the 
work of the devil; and books were printed 
on strips of bamboo; andBev. Jesse Gliiver 
originated the iirst American printing press; 
and the common council of New i o r k , in 
solemn resolution, 
offered £40 to any 
printer 
who 
would 
come 
there 
and 
live; 
and 
when 
the 
Speaker 
of 
the. 
House 
of 
Parliament 
in England announced with 
indignation 
that the public prints had recognized some 
of their doings; until in this day, when we 
have in this country about 600 skilled 
phonographers, and about 13,000 news- 
papers, printing in one year 2,500,000,000 
copies. 
The press and the telegraph have 
gone down into the same great harvest- 
field to reap, and the telegraph says to the 
newspaper: 
"I'll rake while you bind;" 
and the iron teeth of the telegraph are set 
down at one end of the harvest-lield and 
drawn clean across, and the newspaper 
gathers up the sheaves, setting down one 
sheaf on the breakfast-table in the shape 
of a morning newspaper, and putting down 
another sheaf on the tea-table in the shape 
of an evening newspaper; and that man who 
neither reads nor takes a newspaper would 
bo a curiosity. 
What vast progress since 
the day when Cardinal 
Wolsey 
declared 
that either the printing-press must go down 
or the church of God must go down, to 
this time, when the printing-press and the 
pulpit are in combination; and a man on 
the Sabbath day may preach the gospel to 
500 people, 
while on Monday morning, 
through the secular journals, 
he may 
preach that gosj^el to millions. 


Notwithstanding all this that you have 
gained in position and influence, men of 
the press, how many words of sympathy do 
you get during the course of a year? Not 
ten. 
How many sermons of practical help- 
fulness for 3'our profession are preached 
during the twelve months? Not one. How 
many words of excoriation, and denuncia- 
tion," and hypercriticism do you get in that 
same length of time? 
About 10,000. If 
you are a type-setter and get the type in 
the wrong font the foreman storms at you. 
If you are a foreman and cannot surmount 
the insurmountable and gets the "forms" 
ready at just the time, the publisher de- 
nounces you. 
If you are a publisher, and 
make mismanagement, then the owners of 
the paper will be hard on you for lack of 
dividend. 
If you are an editor, and you 
annoimce the unpopular sentiment, all the 
pens at Christendom are flung at you. If 
you are a reporter you shall be held re- 
sponsible for the indistinctness of public 
speakers and for the blunders of type- 
setters, and for the fact that you cannot 
work quite so well in the flickering gas- 
light and after midnight as you do in the 
noonday. 
If you are a proof-reader, upon 
you shall 
come the united wrath of the 
editor, reporter, and reader, because you 
do not properly arrange the periods, and 
the semi-colons, 
and the 
exclamation 
points, and the asterisks. 
Plenty of abuse 
for you, but no sj'mpathy. 
Having been in 
a position where I could see these 
things 
going on from year to year, I have thought 
that this morning I would preach a sermon 
on the trials of the newspaper profession, 
praying that God may bless the sermon to 
all those to whom this message may come, 
and leading those not in the profession to a 
more kindly and lenient bearing toward 
those who are. 


One of the great trials of this newspa- 
per profession is the fact that they are 
compelled to see more of the shams of the 
world than any other profession. 
Through 
evei-y newspaper oliice, day by day, go the 
weaknesses of the world, the vanities that 
want to be putfed, the revenges that want 
to be wreaked, all the mistakes that 
want 
to be corrected, all the dull speakers who 
want to be thought eloquent, all the mean- 
ness that 
wants to get its wares noticed 
gratis in the editorial columns in order to 
save the tax of the advertising columns, all 
the men who want to be set right who 
never were right, all the cracked-brained 
philosophers, with stories as long as their 
hair, and as gloomy as their finger-nails, in 
mourning because bereft of soap; all the 
itinerant bores who come to stay five min- 
utes and stop an hour. 
From the editorial 
and reportorial rooms all the follies and 
shams of the world are seen day by day, 
and the temptation is to believe neither in 
God, man, nor woman. 
It is no surprise 
*to me that in your profession there are 
some skeptical men. 
I only wonder that 
you believe anything. 
Unless an editor or 
a reporter has in his present or his early 
home a model of earnest 
character, or he 
throw himself upon the upholding grace of 
God, he must make 
temporal and eternal 
shipwreck. 


Another great trial of the newspaper pro- 
fession is inadequate compensation. 
Since 
the days of Hazlitt, and Sheridan, and 
John Milton, and the wailings of Grub 
street, London, literary toil, with very few 
exceptions, has not 
been properly re- 
quited. 
When 
Oli'ver 
Goldsmith re- 
ceived a friend in his house, he, the au- 
thor, had to sit on the window, because 
there was only one chair. 
Linaces sold 
his splendid work fol- a ducat. 
De Foe.the 
author of 218 volumes, died penniless. The 
learned Johnson dined behind a screen be- 
cause his clothes were too shabby to al- 
low him to dine with the gentlemen who, 
on the other side of the screen, were ap- 
plauding his works. 
And so on down to 
the present time, literary toil is a great 
struggle for bread. 
The world seems to 
have a great grudge against a man who, as 
they say, gets his living by his wits; and 
the'day laborer says to the man of literary 
toil: 
"You come down here and shove a 
plane, and hammer a shoe-lust, and break 
cobblestones, and earn an honest living as 
I do, instead of sitting there in idleness 
scribbling!" 
But God knows that there are 
no harder-worked men in all this earth 
than the newspaper people of this country. 
It is not a matter of hard times; it is 
characteristic of all times. 
Men have a 
better appreciation for that which 
appeals 
to the stomach, than for that 
which ap- 
peals to the brain. 
They have no idea of 
the immense financial and intellectual ex- 
haustions of the newspaper press. 
They 
grumble because they have to pay 5 cents 
a copy, and wish they had only to pay 3, 
or paying 3, they wish they had only to pay 
1. 
Wnile there are a few exceptions—and 
some few do make large fortunes—the vast 
majority of newspaper pecjyle in this day 
have a struggle for a livelihood; and if in 
their 
hardship 
and exasperation 
they 
sometimes write things they ought not to 
write, let fhese things be an alleviation. 
Oh, men of the press, it will be a gi-eat help 
to you, if when you come home lato at 
night, fagged out and nervous with 
your 
work, you would kneel down and commend 
your case to God, who has watched all the 
fatigue of those days, and who has prom- 
ised to be your God and the God of your 
children forever. 
^ 


Another great trial of the newspaper pro- 
fession is the diseased appetite for un- 
healthy intellif^ence. 
You blame the news- 
paper press for giving such prominence to 
murders and scandals. 
you. Buppose 


that so many papers would give prominence 
to these things if the people did not de- 
mand them? 
I go into the meat-market of 
a foreign city and I find that the butchers 
hang up on the most conspicuous hooks 
meat that is tainted, while the meat that is 
fresh and savory is put away without any 
esiMiciAl oare. I come to the oonciuHion 


that the people of that city love tainted 
meat. 
You know very Veil that if the great 
mass of people in this cotmtry get hold of 
a newspaper, and there are in it no runa- 
way matches, no broken-up fainilies, no 
defamation of men in high position, ttiey 
denounce the paper insipid. They say: "It 
is shockingly dull to-night." I believe it is 
one of the trials of the newspaper press 
that the people of this coimtry demand 
moral slush instead of healthy, intellectual 
food. 
Now, you are a respectable man, an 
intelligent man, and a paper comes into 
your hand. 
You open it, and there are 
three columns of splendidly written edi- 
torial, recommending some moral senti- 
ment, or evolving some scientific theory. 
In the next column there is a miserable 
contemptible divorce case. 
Which do you 
read 
first? 
You dip into the editorial long 
enough to say: "Well, 
that's very 
ably 
written," and you read the divorce case from 
the "long-primer" type at the top to the 
"nonpareil" type at the bottom, and then 
you ask your wife if she has read it! Oh, 
it is only a case of supply and demand. 
Newspaper men are no fools. 
They know 
what you want, and they give it to you. 
I 
believe that if the church and the world 
bought nothing but pure, honest, healthful 
newspapers, nothing but pure, honest, and 
healthful newspapers would be published. 
If you should gather all the editors and the 
reporters of this country in one gi-eat con- 
vention, and then ask of them what kind of 
a paper they would prefer to publish, I be- 
lieve they would unanimously say: "We 
would prefer to publish an elevating paper. " 
So long as there is an iniquitous demand, 
there 
be iniquitous supply. 
I make no 
apology for a debauched newspaper, but I 
am saying these things in order to divide 
the responsibility between those who print 
and those who read. 


Another temptation of the newspaper 
profession is the great allurement that sur- 
rounds them. 
Every occupation and pro- 
fession has temptations peculiar to itself, 
and the newspaper profession is not an 
exception. 
The great draft, as you know, 
is on the nervous forces, and the brain is 
not an exception. The blundering political 
speech must read well for the sake of the 
party, and so the reporter or the editor has 
to make it read well, 
although 
every 
sentence was a catastrophe to the English 
language. 
The reporter must hear all that 
an inaudible speaker, who thinks it is vul- 
gar to speak out, says; and it must be right 
the next morning or the next night in the 
papers, though the night before the whole 
audience sat with its hands behind its ear, 
in vain trying to catch it. 
This man must 
go through killing night-work. He must go 
into heated assemblages and into unventi- 
lated audience-rooms that are enough to 
take the life out of him. He must 
visit 
court-rooms which are almost always dis- 
gusting with rum and tobacco. 
He must 
expose himself at the fire. He must write 
in foetid alleyways. 
Added to all that, he 
must have hasty mastication and irregular 
habits- 
To bear up under this tremendous 
nervous strain they are tempted to artificial 
stimulus, and how many thousands have 
gone down under that pressure God only 
knows. 
They must 
have something to 
counteract the wet, they must have some- 
thing to keep out the chill, and after a 
scant night's sleep they must have some- 
thing to revive them for the morning's 
work. 
This is what made Horace Greeley 
such a stout temperance man. 
He told me 
that he had seen so many of his comrades 
go down under that temptation. 
Oh, my 
brother of the newspaper pi-ofession, what 
you cannot do without artificial stimulus 
God does not want you to do. There is no 
half-way ground for our literary people 
between teetotalism and dissipation. Your 
professional success, your domestic peace, 
your eternal salvation, will depend upon 
your theories in regard to artifical stimulus. 
I have had so many friends go down under 
the temptation, their brilliancy 
(^enohed, 
their homes 
blasted, 
that I cry out this 
morning, in the words of another: 
"Look 
not upon the wine when it is red, when it 
moveth itself aright in the cup; for at the 
last it biteth like a serpent and it stingeth 
like an adder." 


Another trial of this profession is the 
fact that no one seems to care for their 
souls. 
They feel bitterly about it, though 
they laugh. 
People sometimes laugh the 
loudest when they feel the worst. 
They 
are expected to gather up religious proceed- 
ings, and to discuss religious doctrines in 
the editorial columns, but who expects 
them to be saved by the sermons they 
phonograph, or by the doctrines they dis- 
cuss in the editorial columns? 
The worM 
looks upon them as professional. Who 
preaches to reporters and editors? Some of 
them came from religious homes, and when 
they left the parental roof, whoever re- 
garded or disregarded, they came off with 
the father's benediction and the mother's 
prayer. 
They never think of these g<iod 
old times but tears come into their eyes, 
and they move around the gi-eat, roaring 
metropolis homesick. 
Oh, if they only 
knew what a helpful thing it is for a man 
to,put his weai-y head down on the bosom 
of a sympathetic Christ! He knows how 
nervous and tired you are. 
He has a heart 
large enough to take in all your interests 
for this world and the next. 
Oh, men of 
the newspaper press, you sometimes get 
sick of this world, it seems so hollow and 
unsatisfying. 
If there are any people in 
all the earth that need . God, you are the 
men, and you shall have Him, if only this 
day you implore his mercy.

As they picked him up from the 
water and brought him to the morgue they 
saw by the contour of his forehead that he 
had great mental capacity. 
He had entered 
the newspaper profession. 
He had gone 
down in health. 
He took to artificial stim- 
ulus. 
He went down further and further, 
until one summer day—hot and hungry and 
sick and in despair—he flung himself off 
the dock. 
They found in his pocket a re- 
porter's pad, a lead pencil, a photograph of 
someone who had loved him long ago. 
Death, as sometimes it will, smoothed out 
all the wrinkles that had gathered prema- 
turely on his brow, and as he lay there his 
face was as fair as when, seven years ago, 
he left his country home and they bade him 
good-by forever. 
The world looks through 
the window of the morgue, and says: "It's 
nothing but an outcast." But God says it 
was a gigantic soul that perished because 
the world gave him no chance. 


Let me ask all men connected with the 
printing-press that they help us more and 
more in the effort to make the world better. 
I charge you in the name of God, before 
whom you must account for the tremend- 
ous influence, you hold in this country, to 
consecrate yourselves to higher endeavors. 
You are the men to fight back this invasion 
of 
corrupt literature. 
Lift up your right 
hand and swear new allegiance to the cause 
of philanthropy and religion. 
And when, 
at last, standing on the plains of judgment, 
you look out upon the unnumbered throngs 
over whom you have had influence mav it 
be found that you were among the mighti 'st 
energies that lifted men upon the exalted 
pathway that leads to the renown of heaven. 
Better than to have sat in editorial 
chair, 
from which, 
with the finger of type, you 
decided the destinies of empires, 'but de- 
cided them wrong, that you had been 
some dungeoned exile who, by the light of 
window iron-grated, on scraps of a New 
Testament leaf, picked up from the hearth, 
spelled out the story of Him who taketh 
away the sins of the world. 
In eternity. 
Dives is the beggar! 


Well, my friends, we will all soon get 
throngh writing and printing, and proof- 
zeadine. 
and publishinfi. 
WAwt then?

THE ST. JOE, 


The Fort "Wayne Hospital Pic- 
tured by Its New Cliaplain— 
The Crood Sisters and 
Their Patients. 


Rev. Father Becks, the new ohaplain 
of St. Joseph's hospital, writes an inter- 
esting letter to the Michigan City I>i8- 
patch. 
I t embodies this gossip of in- 
terest to Fort Wayne: 


The St. Joseph hospital is in charge 
of an order of nuns known AS the Poor 
Handmaids of Christ. 
Their mother- 
house convent for the United States is 
also here in Fort Waj^e. It id a large 
four Btory brick building and is attached 
to the hospital. The convent chapel is 
indeed a gem of its kind. 
The beautiful 
alter is a masterpiece. 
I n this chapel 
the nuns and the Catholic patients wor- 
ship. 


There are in this order 142 sisters. Of 
these twenty-nine axe engaged in teach- 
ing. 
They have schools in Fort Wayne, 
Mishawaka, Chicago, Quincy, German- 
town and a few other places. 


They have charge of hospitals in Fort 
Wayne, Mishawaka, New Ulm, 
Minne- 
sota; Ashland, Wisconsin; the pest house 
in Chicago, the orphan asylum at Rose 
Hill, neai-Chicago, and an old people's 
home in the same city. 


I n the city of Chicago 
these sisters 
take charge of sick people at their homes. 
D a y after day, and during the long and 
dreary night, 
these 
angels of charity 
minister to the sick and console them in 
their affliction. 


Just now these sisters have been invit- 
ed by the archibishop of Chicago to be- 
gin at once the erection of a large 
hospital on the west side. 
From the 
fact that Most Bev. Doctor Feehan ex- 
tends the invitation, success surely awaits 
the enterprise. 


The St. Joseph hospital (or a« it is 
known here by every urchin 
"The St. 
Joe") is regularly incorporated 
accord- 
ing to the laws of Indiana. 
There is a 
board of directors, constituted of five 
sisters, of whom Mother Secuda, the 
suV erioress of the order in America, is at 
the head. 


In this hospital there are at present 
forty-five patients. 
Among these is a 
man who, on the first of this month, 
celebrated his 101st birthday. His name 
is Martin Schneider. Though not a sick 
man, he is an inmate of this institution 
simply because he desires to end his 
days under the watchful care of the good 
sisters. 
He is a soldier of olden times, 
and his martial gait, as well as his proud 
and erect personal bearing, make him 
the admired of the town when once or 
twice a year he takes a walk through the 
thoroughf aree of the city. 


It is common to find a poor fellow that 
has labored on the railway train brought 
here in a frightfuly maimed 
condition. 
Though the sight of his wou jds, his 
broken limbs, or his bleeding body would 
shock the stoutest heart, the angels of 
mercy, who under the garb of these saintly 
women 
called 
Sisters 
of Charity, 
minister to the unhappy 
mortal as 
though he were the dearest object to 
them on earth. 
Total strangers, per- 
haps totally ignorant to 
everything 
round about him except to his agony and 
torture, this aftiicted soul is eared for as 
though he were an idol to whom life 
and happiness had ever met its treasure 
trove. 


Fort Wayne is a wonderfally enterpris- 
ing city. 
Liike your "city by the lake," 
1 hey are big hearted and always cheer- 
ful. 


At another time I may write you of 
ihe great building boom now under way. 
The Catholics are erecting a new St. 
iMury's church, a new St. Paul's church, 
and the bishop expects soon to begin the 
building of an orphan jisylum that will 
cost S30,000,

So long as there' is an iniquitous d 
there will be iniquitous supply. I i 
apology for a debauched newspaper, bnt 1 
am saying these things in order to divide 
the responsibility between those who print 
and those who read. 
Another temptation of the newspaper 


profession is the great allurement that sur- 
rounds them. Every occupation and pro- 
fession has temptations peculiar to itself, 
and tho newspaper profession is not an 
exception. The great dratl, as yon know, 
is on the nervous forces, and the brain_ is 
not an exception. The blundering political 
speech must read well for tho sake of the 
party, and so tho reporter or the editor has 
to make it read well, although 
every 


sentence was a catastrophe to the English 
language. The reporter must hear all that 
an inaudible speaker, who thinks it is vul- 
gar to speak out, says; and it must be right 
the next morning or Ihe next night in the 
papers, though the night before the whole 
audience sat with its bands behind its ear, 
in vain trying to catch it. This man must 
go through killing night- work. He mustgo 
into heated assemblages and into unventi-. 
lated audience-rooms that are enough to 
lake the life out of him. 
He must visit 


court-rooms which are almost always dis- 
gusting with rum and tobacco. He must 
expose himself at the fire. He must write 
in Mid alleyways. Added to all that, ho 
must have hasty mastication and irregular 
habits. To hear up under this tremendous 
nervous strain they are tempted to artificial 
stimulus, and how many thousands ihavo 
gone down under that pressure God only 
knows 
They must have something to 


counteract the wet, they must have some- 
thing to keep out the chill, and after a 
scant night's sleep they must have some- 
thing to revive them for the morning s 
work.

in the United States tho newspaper has 
come to unlimited sway. Though in 1775 
there were hut thirty-seven in the whole 
country, the number of published journals 
is now counted by thousands; and to-day— 
we may as well acknowledge it as not the 
religious and secular newspapers are the 
great educators of the country. 


I find no difficulty in accounting for the 


world's advance. Four centuries ago, in 
Germany, in courls of justice, men fought 
with their fists to see who should have the 
decision of the court; and if the judge's 
decision was unsatisfactory, then the judge 
fought with counsel. Many of the lords 
could not read the deeds to their own es- 
tates. "What has made the change? 


"Books," you say. 
No, sir! 
The vast majority of citizons 


do not read books. 
Take this audience, or 


any other promiscuous assemblage, and 
low many histories have they read? How 
any treatises on constitutional law, or 
lolitical economy, or works of science? 
low many elaborate poems or books of 
avel? How much of Boyle, or De Tocque- 
lle, Xenophon. or Herodotus, or Pcrcival? 
ot many. In the United States the people 
ould nol average one snch hook a year for 
ach individual! Whence, Ihen, Ibis in- 
elligeuco—this capacity to talk about all 
lemes, secular and religious—this power 
a appreciate the beautiful and grand?

Tho one paper is the 
embodiment of news, the ally of virtue, Iho 
foe of crime, Iho delectation of elevated 
lasle, the mightiest agency on earth for 
making the world better.

The Good Sisters ami 


Their Patients. 


Rev. Father Becks, the new chaplain 


of St. Joseph's hospital, "writes an inter- 
esting letter to the Michigan City Dia- 
patdh. It embodies this gossip of in- 
terest to Fort Wayne: 


The St. Joseph hospital is in charge 


of an order of nuns known as the Poor 
Handmaids of Christ. 
Their mother- 


house convent for the United States is 
also here in Fort Wayno. It id a large 
four story brick building and is attached 
to the hospital. The convent chapel is 
indeed a gem of its kind. Thebeautiful 
alter is a masterpiece. 
In this chapel 


the nuns and the Catholic patients -wor- 
ship. 


There are in this order 142 sisters. Of 


these twenty-nine are engaged in teanh- 
ing. They havo schools in Fort Wayne, 
Hishawaka, Chicago, Quincy, German- 
town and a few other places. 


They have charge of hospitals in Fort 


Wayne, Miahawaka, New THm, Minne- 
sota; Ashland, Wisconsin; the pest house 
in Chicago, the orphan asylum at Roee 
Hill, near Chicago,'and an old people's 
homo in the same city. 


In the city of Chicago these sisters 


take charge of sick people at their homes. 
Day after day, and during the long and 
dreary night, these angels of charity 
minister to the sick and console them in 
their affliction. 


Jusfc now these sisters have been invit- 


ed by the archibishop of Chicago to be- 
gin at once the erection of a large 
hospital on the west side. From the 
fact that Mbsfc Kev. Doctor Feehan flat- 
ten dfi the invitation, RUCCCSH surely awaits 
the enterprise. 


The St. Joseph hospital (or as it is 


known here by every urchin "The St. 
JOB") is regularly incorporated accord- 
ing to the laws of Indiana. 
There is a 


board of directors, constituted of five 
sisters, of whom Mother Secuda, the 
superioress of the order in America, is at 
the head. 


In this hospital there are at present 


forty-five patients. 
Among these is a 


man who, on the first of this month, 
celebrated his 101st birthday. His name 
is Martin Schneider. Though not a sick 
man, he in an inmate of this institution 
simply because ho desires to end his 
days under the watchful care of the good 
sinters. He is a soldier oE olden times, 
and his martial gait, as well as his proud 
ind erect personal bearing, make him 
:he admired of tho town when once or 
;wico a year ho takes a walk through the 
Jjiorougkf area of the city. 


It is common to find a poor fellow that 


jaa labored on the railway train brought 
icre In a frightfnly maimed condition. 
Though tho sight of his wouuds, his 
jrokeu limbs, or his bleeding body would 
shock the stoutest heart, the angels of 
mercy,who under thegarbof these saintly 
women called Sistors 
of Charity,
